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In this table the magnifying power of the objective is expressed by the number 
of diameters which an object is magnified in the image thrown by the objective, 
when such image is brought to a focus and measured upon a plane exactly ten inches 
from that of the object itself. In the case of objectives adjustable for thickness of 
covering glass, the table shows the power of the lens with the adjustment set at 


“uncovered” in objectives so marked, or at the zero point of the screw collar, the 
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latter being turned so as to effect the greatest separation of the combinations.
